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Ontario Universities 
Respond To Cuts

Ontario's universities 
believe they will be seriously 
damaged by the Government's 
announced $280 million cut to their 
funding. "These cuts will have an 
impact on our universities for years 
to come," said Bonnie Patterson, 
President of the Council of Ontario 
Universities. 

The transfer reductions 
come at a time when studies indicate 
that 60 percent of ail new jobs created 
by the year 2000 will require a 
university degree. Leading experts 
froniMichael Porterto John Kenneth 
Galbraith have predicted that the 
countries that will be successful in 
the infomiation economy will be those 
that have highly trained, sophisticated 
workers. 

Ontario's government 
grants, for each university student, 
are already the second lowest in the 
country. The impact of these cutbacks 
will be to reduce them to the lowest of 
any of the 10 provinces. Unlike 
municipalities and school boards, 
universities have no other major 
unregulated source of income. 

"We had hoped that the 
Government would have looked to 
the future of this Province when it 
determined its priorities. We believe 
that universities and their graduates 
are critical to economic recovery," 
Professor Patterson said. 

As a result of more than two 
decades of undcrfunding the 



universities have been restructuring 
their institutions todeal with reduced 
resources while working to protect 
the quality of education in this 
Province. "We are prepared to work 
in partnership with the Government 
on their announced discussion paper 
on university restructuring but with 
funding so limited it will be 
challenging in this environment to 
determine what more could be done 
that would not put the quality of post- 
secondary at severe risk," she added. 

The Council of Ontario 
Universities has for several years, 
supported a reform of student 
assistance programs and in particular 
the implementation of an Income 
Contingent Repayment Plan (ICRP). 
The council is calling on the 
Government to keep its comm itment, 
as stated in the Common Sense 
Revolution, to ICRP. The 1 percent 
increase in tuition fees and 10 per 
cent increase in discretionary tuition 
fees will not come close to 
compensating the institutions for the 
decrease in their funding. Professor 
Patterson added that a reformed 
student assistance plan is critical to 
ensure that any student with the ability 
and the interest would be able to 
attend university. 

The Council of Ontario 
Universities is an advocacy, research 
and communications organization 
representing the interests of 20 post- 
secondary institutions in Ontario.

SGA Update

The 9th regular meeting of 
the SGA Board was held on Monday, 
January 8th. The approval of the 
minutes from the meetings of 
November 27th and 29th was 
unanimous as was the approval of the 
agenda. 

Thatevening's guest speaker was Dr. 
Nadgebauer, Director of Health 
Services. Dr. Nadgebauer explained 
the mission statement of Health 
Services which included the 
promotion, restoration and 
maintenance of physical, social and 
emotional health. "Because of our 
situation, we are the ideal solution for 
students who are feeling the pressures 
of school life, such as exams, 
midterms and other factors that can 
be dragging them down,' Nadgebauer 
added. 

Services offered by Health 
Services include birth control, a wart 
clinic, counselling, sport injury 
therapy (at the Ben Avery Centre), 
referral service and many others. The 
focus of the Service is one of 
cumulative care. This means that 
students can be treated by one 
physician instead of bouncing around 
from after-hours-clinics toemergency 



and back to Health Services. "This 
assures that students will receive the 
best care available at all times from 
us," Nadgebauerexplained, "because 
we will have treated that student from 
his/her first day here at Laurentian." 

Advit Nath, International 
Students Commissioner, asked Dr. 
Nadgebauer to explain why 
international students were being 
asked to pay between $500 and $600 
for UHIP, which is similar to OHIP. 
Dr. Nadgebauer replied that the fee, 
in his opinion, adequately reflected 
the true cost of health care. He also 
recommended that all international 
students get this coverage, not for the 
day-to-day smaller injuries diat might 
occur, but for the catastrophic cases 
such as a car accident. "If this were 
to happen and the patient had no 
coverage whatsoever, this patient 
would be in serious trouble."

Activity reports from all 
executive members followed. Troy 
Whetstone reported that the Student 
Services recommendations, presented 
by John Gonder to the Senate were 
defeated. TTie only recommendation 
that will be returned to Senate is the 
one concerning Laurentian's 
committcment to students in which 
the university recognizes that students 
are of paramount importance to its 
life. The panel discussion, 




"Laurentian University in crisis" had 
a poor student turnout; surprisingly. 
Faculty and staff comprised the 
majority of observers. 

The next segment of 
discussion dealt with the universal/ 
mandatory bus pass currently under 
debate with City council and 
Laurentian University. Kevin Dorse, 
VP External, mentioned his reasons 
for not attending the City council 
meeting on Monday night [ Ed. - 
outlined in Letter to Dr. Pearson, p. 
4. ] to represent SGA student views. 
More news regarding this issue will 
be forthcoming. 

Carny week this year is 
scheduled for January 23-28. The 
event booklet is available from the 
fine people registering the teams and, 
after January 15, at the Carny booth 
in front of the Great Hall.

Battling The Tuition Bulge

Tuition fees have doubled 
over the past decade according to a 
Statistics Canada report - a trend 
which has cau.sed Canad ian university 
administrators to take steps to 
counteract the drastic increases. 

In fact, tuition increases 
have risen higher than the rate of 
inflation. While inflation has gone 
up 34 per cent since 1 985-86, tuition 
has more than doubled. 

This year's hardest hit 
provinces have been Ontario and 
Alberta, where tuition has risen 9.1 
and 10.5 per cent, respectively the 
Nov. 8 report states. Ralph 
Williamson, a planing analyst for 
Western's department of institutional 
planning and budgeting, said tuition

increases are largely determined by 
provincial governments. 

"Universities in Ontario have been 
suffering for quite a bit longer in 
grant cutbacks," he added. 

This is one reason why 
Ontario universities have been forced 
to raise tuition, he said. "We 
obv iously have to get the lost revenue 
from somewhere." 

The University of Alberta 
has dealt with government cutbacks 
by demanding the government give a 
relative amount of attention to 
financial aid. "We're putting pressure 
on the government to make sure 
financial aid is in step with tuition," 
Brian Silzer, associate VP-registrar 
at the University of Alberta, said, 
adding the university has also 
increased its emergency resource and 
scholarship funds. 

Silzer said the Alberta 
government's policy is to have tuition 
fees account for 30 per cent of the 
university's operating budget., "We 
are keeping an eye on enrollment 
circumstances," he added. "If there 
is a sudden decline in terms of 
participation at the university, we 
would be looking at fees as a 
contributing factor." 

Further west, the situation 
is not as grim. John Chase, director 
of budget and planning for the 
University of British Columbia, said 
tuition in B.C. rose only five percent 
last year,, which Chase attributes to 
B.C.'s vibrant economy. "The 
provincial government is doing a 
reasonable job to fund universities." 

Like B.C. 's government, the 
Quebec government has provided the 
majority of finds for its universities. 



Bruce Stevenson, director of Alumni 
and public relations at Bishop's 
University, said. Tuition in Quebec 
has tripled since 1 990-9 1 , however it 
remains the lowest in the country at 
$1,694. 

"I guess our government 
was wealthy enough to continue 
financing universities," Stevenson 
explained, noting Quebec's debt is 
the second highest in the nation. 

Students in Nova Scotia, on 
the other hand, face high tuition fees 
which are $3,1 72, this year. "We've 
been hit hard already, I can't see 
[tuition prices] getting any better this 
year," Harold Austin, Acadia 
University's VP-finance, said. 

But such disparities in 
tuition fees across Canada are 
something the federal government is 
not in a position to fix, Martha Nixon, 
directorgeneralofthe youth, learning 
and literacy directorate at human 
Resources Development, said. 

"Certainly not in today's 
climate where there's a great 
distinction made about what's 
provincial and what's federal 
jurisdiction," she explained. "This is 
something education ministers across 
the country would want to discuss." 

Nixon added the federal 
government is attempting to offset 
tuition increases by implementing a 
comprehensive student loan system. 

Universities are also looking 
at other ways to help students afford 
an education. The University of 
Saskatchewan has implemented 
program to raise money for its 
scholarship and bursary funds. "We

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Education: Ontario To Introduce 
College of Teachers

Ontario's provincial 
government intends to establish a 
College of Teachers, a self-regulatory 
body to include membership from 
teachers, business, labor and members 
of the public. 

The possibility of creating a 
College of Teachers was first raised 
in the Royal Commission on 
Learning, a provincial study calling 
for radical changes to the way Ontario 
teachers are trained and regulated. 

Education and Training 
Minister John Snobelen said he plans 
to go ahead with it, bring legislation 
forward based on the report of a 
previously established committee. 

However, when the former 
NDP government first announces its 
intention to act on this component of 
the Royal commission's findings, 
teacher unions' representatives said 
teachers must be involved in the 
design and mandate of the college. 

But Reg Ferland, president 
of the Ontario Public School 
Teachers' Federation says none of 
the concerns expressed by his 
organizations found their way into 
the implementation committee's 
report. 

"We made a presentation to 
[the committee], to ask that the 
concerns of the teachers be met in 
some way, but none of those issues 
were addressed [in the final report]," 
said Ferland. 

He says one of the 
federation's concerns is the 
introduction of an additional layer of 
bureaucracy, something the Tory 
government says it is attempting to 
reduce. 




As well, says Ferland, one 
of the main mandates of the college is 
to act as a punitive, licensing body, 
with mechanisms to remove teachers 
from the classroom who are 
performing at an unsatisfactory level. 

He says both his federation 
and school boards already perform 
that function. 

"The college will decide 
what teachers don't meet their 
qualifications, and if they decide a 
teacher does not meet those 
qualifications, they can revoke their 
license [to teach]." 

"But the [Ontario Teachers 
Federation] already recommends that 
the certificates of bad teachers be 
removed. [And] school boards have 
strict evaluation procedures, [and] 
evaluate teachers every three years. 

The college is to have a 3 1 - 
member council to be made up of 1 7 
teachers and 14 members of the 
public, the latter will be appointed by 
the education minister. The members 
of the public will include 
representatives of both business and 
labour, and two deans representing 
teacher training in post-secondary 



education. 

The foundation to the 
college had already been laid. In 
anticipation of introducing the 
college, the NDP government 
appointed Margret Wilson to head 
the body before it was voted out of 
office. 

Wilson says the new body is 
important as it will function as a 
meeting place for the concerns of 
teachers and members of the public. 

"1 think it is really important 
because it provides an opportunity 
for teachers to meet the public," she 
says. 

Both Ferland and Ontario 
Teachers' Federation president 
Ronald Robert say their members arc 
concerned about the make-up of the 
college's council. The college 
implementation committee 

recommended that no elected 
representatives ofthe teacher's union 
be permitted a seat on the council. 

Robert says the federation 
"has no difficulty with the public 
sitting on the council," but says the 
ratio is weighed against the interests 
of the teachers. 



OCUFA Condemns

OCUFA President Michael 
Piva has condemned the suspension 
of Ryerson Polytechnic University 
part-time professor Gerald Hannon. 
Hannon was suspended in November 
after a series of Toronto Sun columns 
criticized has earlier writings on 
intergeneration sex and his part-time 
occupation as a prostitute. His union, 
CUPE, has grieved the suspension, 
■f the Ryerson Faculty Association has 
demanded his reinstatement, and 
CAUT President Joyce Lorimer has 
called the suspension unwarranted. 

Excerpts from Piva's 
November 30 letter: "Academic 
freedom, if it means anytliing, is 
designed to protect those whose views 
are controversial or unpopular. Any 
arbitrary action to discipline faculty 
members for their views for their 



views without regard for due process 
is a violation of academic freedom..." 
"In this case there has been 
no criminal charge, no criminal 
conviction, and no determination that 
Mr. Hannon's private views and 
activities have in any way negatively 
affected his performance of workload 
duties. Such a determination can 
only be made after a proper 
investigation based upon factual 
evidence and respect fordue process. 
To take discipl inary action prior to an 
investigation, particularly in a case in 
which, as I understand it, there has 



been no performance of workload 
duties, is unacceptable. Any 
discipline taken without a specific 
complaint, without evidence 
generated in a proper investigation 
can only be seen as an arbitrary 
violation of academic freedom... 

"1 recognize your concern 
for reputation of the University. I, 
however, fear thatarbitrary discipline 
taken in response to newspaper 
headlines and prior to proper 
investigation does far more harm to 
the reputation of your University as a 
defender of academic freedom."

Funding Cuts Hurt Small 
Universities The Most

Ontario's cuts to post- 
secondary education will restrict 
students' academic mobility, 
according to one university president. 

"A big consideration is that 
fewer students will be academically 
mobile. Tliey will be unable to go to 
the place of their choice. Their 
decisions will be based on financial 
concerns rather than on academic 
decisions," said Trent University 
President Leonard Connelly. 

"Students will be unable to 
go to the university of their choice" 
due to the rising cost of post- 
secondary education, he said. 
"Decisions regarding what university 
a student will choose will be based on 
financial consideration rather than 
on academic considerations." 

As Mike Burns, executive 
director of the Ontario Undergraduate 
Student Association, agrees. He says 
students will likely decide to go a 



university in the vicinity due to the 
rising cost of tuition. 

And smaller universities in 
northern Ontario will be the hardest 
hit, finding themselves unable to 
compete with urban universities. 

"The big schools such as 
Queen's. Toronto, and Western are 
able to maximize the dicretionary 
increase, and maximize their revenue. 
But the Trents, the Carltons, the 
Lakeheads [and the Lauretians] of 
the province (will ask themselves), 
'can we afford to increase our fees 
and remain competitive with the 
bigger schools?' 

"It's a no-win situation" said 
Bums. 

University of Toronto 
President Rob Prichard says he 
expects that U of T will be okay, and 
does not expect a drop in enrollment. 

"I think the future of U of T, 
despite the radical decrease in 
revenue. ..will continue to be the 
nation's preeminent research 
institution. However tonight, it is 
crystal clear that the status quo, that is 
(reliance on) full public funding of 
(post-secondary) education, is not 
there."

SPACE FOR RANT 



Dear Dr. Pearson: 



Uponhavingspoken with 
the rest of the Executive of the 
Students' General Association as well 
as a few members of the association, 
I regret to inform you that I will not be 
able to accompany you to the City 
Council budget hearing session today 
[January 8], as had been planned. 
Although I appreciate your attempts 
to explain to me the rationale behind 
the University offering to pay the 
City for $16,000 worth of service 
improvements on top of the $500,000 
in guaranteed revenue stemming from 
the implementation of the universal 



bus pass, the Students' General 
Association is not convinced that this 
is the best negotiating position forthe 
University to put itself in if we want 
the very best service for our students. 
At the Friday meeting of the 
TRI Sub-committee, Colin Williams, 
Manager of Transportation Services 
stated quite clearly that the City was 
willing to put forth the $16,000 in 
order to increase transit service to 
Laurcntian. The SGA believes that 
Mr. Williams' statement represents a 
fair concession by the City to induce 
Laurcntian to pursue the bus pass 
S 




earnestly. If the City truly wants to 
receive half of a million dollars in 
guaranteed revenue from our students 
then perhaps they will freely put 
$16,000 into increased service as an 
act of good faith. For representatives 
of the University to volunteer to pay 
for increased service after the city 
has already said it would do so, 
smacks of our own insecurity in our 
negotiating position. Particularly in 
this political/economic climate, we 
do not believe that this University 
should be in the businessof providing 
bus service. 

The SGA is 
alarmed by the 
perspective that the 
University and 
several individuals 
have indicated in 
this process so far. 
The prominent 
concern expressed 
appears to be 
whether the 

University is doing 
enough for the City 
in pursuing a bus 
pass system. No 
one, save perhaps 
the SGA and the 
AEF, has shown any 
interest in what 
degree the City is 
willing to provide a 



quality and dynamic service to the 
students of Laurcntian University. 
OtherOntario universities, including 
Guelph and Trent, have special 
arrangements with their transit 
providers including "special events 
busses" and weekend service foron- 
campus students. No attempt to 
secure any special arrangements, 
which would make the bus pass more 
palatable to our students — has been 
pursued to date. In fact, Mr. Williams 
indicated that it may not be possible 
for Sudbury Transit to maintain 
existing service, specifically 
mentioning the cancellation of the 
now meager Sunday service and the 
prospect of further fare hikes in 1997. 
The overwhelming perspective 
gained from my own observations, is 
that the University administration, 
and a few members of faculty and 
staff, have more interest in the present 
bus pass project than those who will 
be paying for the "service" — our 
students. 

Like you, I agree that the 
fiscal climate of municipalities may 
prevent the City from ultimately 
putting forth the $16,000 for service 
improvements to the university as 
they have suggested. However, 
Laurcntian University is in no better 
position to do so. It would be very 
sad indeed if accessibilty to this 
university in the form of scholarships 



and grants, teaching excellence and/ 
or existing services had to be 
compromised by $ 1 6,000 because a 
few members of the University felt 
we should be assisting the City to 
provide a quality of service they 
should already be committed to. 

Please do not interpret this 
as an indication that the SGA, nor 
myself for that matter, are not 
committed in principle to the 
investigation, and ultimately the 
attainment of a bus pass system for 
our students. Given the indications 
by the City that they are willing to 
pay for the increased service we 
require, the lack of indications that 
"special services" will be negotiated 
in the future, and the current fiscal 
climate at Laurentian, we are unable 
to endorse plans by the University to 
volunteer to pay the $16,000 in lieu 
of the City. If you and Mr. Chrysler 
are willing to reconsider Laurentian's 
negotiating position, I would be happy 
to discuss this with the SGA Board. 

Again, I would like to 
express my personal apologies for 
you for how these circumstances have 
presented themselves. I hope that our 
decision in no way inconveniences 
you.

If you've kept half an ear 
open during the last year or so, you ' ve 
heard the words 'flat tax' a fair bit. 
Championed bydiverse people from 
some differing political stripes, the 
Flat Tax concept maybe more of a 
reality than some think. So what is it? 

The concept is simple. As 
income tax stands now, different 
income levels carry different levels 
of income tax. Some people of all 
income levels get away with paying 
less tax due to loop holes in the code. 
It costs $2.2 billion to keep Revenue 
Canada and its 40 000 bureaucrats 
employed to make sure, or attempt to 
make sure, that the federal 
government gets its pound of flesh. 
Add to that the unknown numbers of 
people, such as lawyers and tax 
preparers, who also make their living 
due to the pain of making sure we 
complete our 'obligation' to society. 

The flat tax would promise 
to change that. By implementing a 
single income tax, anywhere from 1 5 
to 25% with low income earners 
paying nothing, more money would 
be brought in (depending on the tax 
rate and the model used). The tax 
code itself would shrink from the 
over 2 300 pages it stands at now to a 
few pages. Instead of filling out 
complicated forms, you could fill out 
a post card sized form in minutes. 



The class warfare specialists 
put there are no doubt already 
shouting that this system would end 
up allowing the rich to become richer 
and the poor to be taxed even higher. 
That is flatly untrue. The flat tax is a 
progressive tax. The higher your 
income, the more tax you pay. Couple 
the flat tax with personal and 
dependent deductions, and would we 
merely have the fairest tax code 
possible. 

Want an example? Wc have 
two individuals. Joe Businessman 
earns $ 1 00 000 and Martha Poorhaus 
makes $20 000. Joe takes a $8 000 
personal deduction. Let's pretend that 
the income tax rate is set at 20%. 
Taking his modified income of $92 
000, multiplying it by .20 we have a 
tax bill of $18 400. Because of the 
deduction, Joe actually pays 18.4% 
in tax. 

Martha also takes a $8 000 
deduction plus a $2 000 deduction 
for her dependent child, which leaves 
her with a taxable income of $ 1 000. 
Again, multiplying it by .20, Martha' s 
tax bill comes to $2 000. Her actual 
income tax percentage would be 10%. 

With no loop holes, these 
bills are real. Deductions for spurious 
reasons are gone. Administration 
costs for figuring out what's fake or 
spurious are nearly nothing. 

Business too would pay a 
guaranteed tax bill. Aside from a few 
deductions for the legitimate cost of 
doing business, the cost of benefits 
and salaries, business would also pay 
the exact same rate as individuals. 
This would end some businesses 



getting away with paying no or little 
tax. 

The flat tax would simplify 
the tax .system, reduce administration 
costs and treat all tax payers equally. 
It would also discourage cheating 
since some people deal in the 
underground economy (which I've 
heard to be in the neighborhood of 
$100 billion) because of the lack of 
fairness in the current tax code. 

The flat tax would also be a 
moral victory. It is immoral to take 
more from a successful person. Ask 
yourself, without the accompanying 
emotional baggage that society niets 
out, whether it is correct to punish the 
men and women of intellect and 
production. Ask yourself whether it 
is moral to punish someone for being 
successful and giving you a job. Ask 
yourselfifit is moral to force someone 
to act as a tax collector for the 
government, since that is what you 
and businesses are forced to do. If 
you don't think you're forced, don't 
send in your T4 next year. No doubt 
Ray Marks would tell you it is moral 
and justified. 

I personally consider a 
•forced income tax to be immoral, but 
the flat tax would be a step in 
dismantling the 1 000 pound gorilla 
called Revenue Canada. Before that 
happens, fundamental changes in our 
society have to occur. Wc have to 
realize that feeding the sccondhandcrs 
at the expense of the producers is 
wrong. We have to realize that 
punishing these peoples is wrong. 
Any ideology based on this is evil. 

Tliere are sonic down sides 




to the flat tax (see, I am fair). Some 
reports show that the middle class 
could end up paying a bit more than 
what they do now. Another downside 
would be the amount of people who 
can no longer ride on the back of the 
tax code. While it saddens me to see 
lawyers and tax preparers lose 
business(thatby the way is sarcasm), 
their sacrifice (a word lefties love to 
use) would spur economic growth. 

And let' s not forget Revenue 
Canada. As much as I love the civil 
service (yes, more sarcasm), we need 
a lot less of them. Maybe less 
bureaucrats would cut down on the 
nunibcroflcttcrs I get telling me how 
Revenue Canada screwed up again. 
Recently, our friends at the taxation 
centre told mc that 1 had actually 
earned income roughly 1 5 times what 
I reported. After / corrected the

With a name like ACME, 
you expect mass-produced 
American product — or may be some 
truly destructive but defective 
weapons especially seductive to

defines acme as "the highest point." 
In truth, this Guelph-based band falls 
somewhere in between all of these

The firmly established 
convention ofguitars, bass, and drums 
results in a range from an almost toe- 
tappinglyupbeat(Green Day) style in 
the early going to loud, angry music.

recording in Fighting Amongst 
Ourselves that blends well with the 
current pop-music scene.

I've gotten a few requests to 
explain again the basics of using your 
Internet account, and it being the new 
year perhaps it would be a good idea 
to go over it again to familiarize 
people who may have just started 
using their account. 

To have a basic proficiency 
with your account, there are three 
basic areas that you'll want to know 
how to use. You'll want to use the 
USENET, the World Wide Web and 
email. It may look intimidating 
without the fancy Windows or Mac 
OS you may use at home, but with a 
little use you'll be flying through it in 
no time at all. 

USENET, or the news 
groups, is the basic posting center of 
the Internet. With thousands of 
different group sections, if you want 
to say something, chances are there 
will be a place for you to say it. Once 
you've logged on and you see the $ 
prompt, simple type news. After a 
few seconds you will be presented 
with a list of over 2 300 different 
areas, the ones that Laurentian 
currently receives. The up and down 
cursor keys move your little arrow to 
the specific list, and simply typing in 
the number (such as 1 577 for rec .folk- 
dancing) of the news group works as 
well. 

Once you've reached the 
news group you want, simply press 
enter. Again, after a few seconds, you 
will be presented with another list, 
this time of all the posts that people 
have entered. Your up and down 
cursor keys also move you through 
the list, and like the main list, typing 
in the number of apost will move you 
to that one immediately. To read a 
post, again, all you have to do is press 
enter. Typing close allows you to go 
back to the list of posts in that news 
group. 

To air your views to the 
potential millions that read USENET 
posts, type post. Follow the directions 
and you have just become a publisher 
to the world. To leave USENET, type 
exit. This gets you back the $ prompt 
you started off at. 

Exploring the World Wide 
Web (WWW) is easier with a graphic 
interface, but with a little practice, 
Laurentian's text access will become 
second nature. At the $ prompt, type 
lynx. This connects you to the 
University of Kansas. For a quick 
primer on the keys that allow you to 
navigate the pages you will be linking 
to, press h (and I recommend you do 
this). To go to a web site, press g. 
You'll be prompted to enter an URL 
(which stands for Uniform Resource 
Locator), or address. Try http:// 
www.cbc.ca, which links you to the 
CBC homepage. Your return button 
or cursor-right key allows you to 
follow a link, and the cursor-left key 
goes back the page you where last at. 
To quit surfing, all you have to do is 
press q. 

One of the best features of 
the Internet is the electronic mail, 
allowing you to send email to anyone 
who also has an email address. At the 



$ prompt, type email. You'll be 
presented with a menu that you 
navigate using the up and down arrow 
keys. Upon selecting "Send mail to 
other user", you'll be prompted for 
that person's email address and then 
the subject of the email. After filling 
in that information, you'll be greeted 
with [EOB]. Press the space bar and 
then start typing your letter. 

Once you've finished, press 
Z while holding down the CTRL 
key. You'll see an asterisk where you 
type exit. Another menu will pop up 
and you can select "Send mail". 
Replying to a piece of email is similar. 
After reading it, just type reply and 
follow the same steps. 

To read youremail, just type 
email and select "Read your mail". 
Pressing return will cycle you 
through your email. To delete a piece 
of mail out of your mail directory, 
type delete at the end of that particular 
letter. 

And that is a quick and dirty 
primer on using the basic features of 
your Laurentian account. There are 
other features you can use (gopher, 
archie, telnet, etc.), but what you've 
learned here will give you the basic 
tools to start using the Internet. 
Remember also that it is easier to 
learn while you're using it, so don't 
let the information here lead you to 
think that learning to use your account 
will be a torturous experience. With a 
little practice you'll be using the 
Internet like a pro.

"They didn't play with the 
emotion they should," a frustrated 
head coach Peter Ennis said after the 
loss.

Happy New Year, my soccer 
friends! Welcome back to another 
semester of school and another 
semester of fanatic WORLD 
SOCCER NEWS! I hope Santa was 
as good to you as he was to me. Even 
though we all had our holidays, the 
soccer scene never ends and I am 
here to fill you in on the crazy soccer 
news whether it is gossip, fact, or a 
tale. 

A Real Betis supporter in 
Spain has given new meaning to the 
expression 'die-hard fan.' He has 
remained faithful to his late father's 
final wishes and takes the dead man 's 
ashes to each game - in a used milk 
carton. Why a milk carton, you may 
ask? Well , he was stopped by security 
when he initially tried to take the 
ashes to the games in a glass container. 
Security officials claimed the 
container constituted a dangerous 
object. Although the man died last 
year, the son has also renewed his 
father's club membership for this 
season which entitles the milk carton 
containing the ashes to a seat in Benito 
Villamarin Stadium in Seville. 

Angolan soccer has been 
rocked by the murder of Goiko Zee, 
the Serbian coach of the country's 
most popular club, Petro Atletico. 
Two men, who were later arrested by 
Angolan police, followed the 49-year- 



old into his apartment block and 
strangled him with a sheet. Nothing 
was stolen. Zee, who arrived in 
Angola in 1991 after spells with Red 
Star Belgrade and Partizan 
Belgrade, was one of the most 
successful foreign coaches in Angola. 
It has been suggested that Zee may 
have been killed by rival fans, envious 
of his club's success. 

An Italian amateur player 
has been given a one-match ban... 
nine days after he was shot dead 
outside a bar in southern Italy. Luigi 
Colucci, 23, was killed while pulling 
down the shutters of his bar in an 
incident which appeared to be 
connected with a mafia extortion 
racket. He had been sent off the 
previous week while playing in the 
Calabrian amateur league. Nino 
Cosentino, president of the regional 
league, said the posthumous ban was 
unavoidable since the referee 's report 
had been submitted before the 
shooting. 

If you have not heard, Ajax 
beat Brazilian team Gremio by a 
penalty shoot-out after a 0-0 full- 
time game for the World Club Cup. 
Ajax captain Danny Blind scored the 
winning penalty. Victory took Ajax's 
record unbeaten Champions League 
run to 16 matches. 

In Italy, the national side 
have lost just six of 44 games played 
under Arrigo Sacchi's charge, yet 
still the fans are unhappy with him. 
Sometimes it's tough being Italian 
national team coach. Mind you, a 
salary of $9.6 million over a four- 
year period probably eases the pain 
for the current incumbent, Arrigo 



Sacchi. The former Milan coach has 
been in charge of the Italian team 
since November of 1 99 1 . They have 
qualified for both next summer's 
European Championships in England 
and the USA '94 World Cup, a 
competition in which Italy, of course, 
went all the way to the final, losing 
out to Brazil only in a penalty shoot- 
out. You would think that such a 
record keeps the critics off a coach's 
back. Not in this case. Sacchi's Italian 
side have never fully convinced a 
whole range of critics, Italian and 
non. They argue that with the player 
talent and Federation support 
available to him, Sacchi should have 
produced a side capable of winning 
and doing so in style by now. I believe 
Sacchi has stopped toexpcrinicnt with 
players to obtain consistency . He must 
do this to succeed. In his 44 games, he 
has used no fewer than 70 players, 
giving first caps to 48 of them while 
82 have received squad call-ups... 
S ampdoria forward Roberto Mane in i , 
the subject of transfer speculation, 
did not play for five games until 
Samp's December 23 game against 
Napoli after receiving the ban, which 
is the heaviest punishment of the 
current Scrie A season, for his 
sending-off against Inter on 
Novembers. 

In Spain, President of Real 
Madrid, Ramon Mendoza, was 
forced out of office 10 and a half 
years after first being elected. His 
departure signals the end of an era for 
Real Madrid. The new Real president 
is Lorenzo Sanz who was previously 
vice-president and may have had a 
say in the firing... It's been pantomime 




time at Oviedo and Atletico Madrid 

as the two clubs battle for Spartak 
Moscow skip-out Viktor Onopko. 
Spanish clubs have been sniffing at 
the Spartak door since Onopko was 
named Footballer of the Year in 1992. 
Onopko had initially signed acontract 
with Oviedo but wants to play in 
Madrid with Atletico. Onopko 
thought it would be no problem to get 
out of Oviedo's contract because it 
contains a get-out clause if a better 
offer came from another club. 
Actually, the other team has to pay 
$10 million compensation. The- 
transfer saga continues. 

In Paraguay, Olimpia won 
the First Division's second round 
following their success in the first. 
Two of their internationals, Adriano 
Samaniago and Gabriel Gonzalez, 
have copied Diego Maradona and 
brought their hairstyles in line with 



club colours. They have bleached 
their mops white with black streaks. 
In Egypt, former Dutch 
international Ruud Krol, who played 
club soccer at Ajax, Napoli, and 
Cannes will coach Egypt in the 
Nations Cup Finals in South Africa. 
Mohsen Salah, the previous coach, 
will remain on staff. Former coach 
Taha Ismail has left Egypt to take up 
a coaching position at Al Khaleej in 
the United Arab Emirates.
